Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of

Secrion 1. That any independent school distriet organized District may
under the provisions of chapter 73 of the acte of the fourteenth part * detach.

tached to be annexed with otber territory in the formation of
independent district or districts, the districts so formed not to con-
tain lese than four government sections ot land each, such division
to be effected in the manner hereinafter provided.

pendent district, at which meeting the electors shall vote by ballot
for or against such sub-division.
